I. Any information abou t espi­ 
onag e, sabotag e, and su bv ersiv e 
activ ities. The FBI is as close 
to ev ery person as the nearest 
telephone. 
2. Don’t worry if the information 
seems incomplete or triv ial. Many 
times a small bit of information 
mig ht fu rnish the data the FBI is 
seeking . 
3. Bu t stick to the facts. No 
ru mor or idle g ossip. Tale bear­ 
ing shou ld alway s be a\olded. It 
is not what a person thinks bu t 
what he does to u ndermine na­ 
tional secu rity that is important. 
4. Don’t try to do any inv esti 
g ating y ou rself. Secu rity inv estig a 
tions requ ire g reat care and effort. 
The innocent mu st be protected as 
well as the g u ilty identified. That 
is the job for the professional in­ 
v estig ator. Hy steria, witch hu nts, 
and v ig ilantes weaken ou r internal 
secu rity . 
5. Be alert. A free cou ntry ’s 
best defense lies in the alertness 
of its patriotic citizens. 
For reasons ex plained in pre­ 
v iou s chapters of this accou nt, 
identify ing commu nists is not easy . 
They are trained in deceit and 
trickery and u se ev ery form of 
camou flag e and dishonesty to ad­ 
v ance their cau se. 
Yet we mu st be absolu tely cer­ 
tain that ou r fig ht is wag ed with 
fu ll reg ard for the liberties of free 
peoples. This is the fu ndamental 
premise of any attack ag ainst 
commu nism. 
Too often I hav e seen cases 
where loy al and patriotic bu t mis­ 
g u ided persons hav e thou g ht they 
were “fig hting commu nism” by I 
slapping the label of “Red” or 
“commu nist” 
on 
any body 
who 
happened to be different from them 
or to hav e ideas with which they 
did not ag ree. One shou ld hav e the 
facts before accu sing any one of 
propag ating the Party line. 
SMEARS, CHARACTER assas 
sinatlon, 
and the scattering of 
irresponsible charg es hav e no place 
in a free nation. They create div i­ 
sion, su spicion, and distru st among 
loy al persons—ju st what the com­ 
mu nists want—and hinder rather 
than aid the fig ht ag ainst commu ­ 
nism. 
Ou r objectiv e in the FBI in any 
inv estig ation is to secu re the facts 
which will establish the tru th or 
falsity of a complaint or alleg ation. 
We do not ev alu ate nor do we 
make 
recommendations 
for 
a 
cou rse of action as to whether a 
man shou ld be prosecu ted, hired, 
or remov ed from a job. The FBI 
is strictly a fact-g athering ag ency , 
responsible, in tu rn, to the Attor­ 
ney General, the President, the 
Cong ress, and, In the last analy sis, 
to United States citizens in g eneral. 
There are literally thou sands of 
people in the United States who 
hav e been the targ et of accu sation 
and thou sands whose loy alty cou ld 
be established only by inv estig a­ 
tion. 
Most hav e been g ratefu l. 
Some hav e been resentfu l 
that 
they w'ere inv estig ated at all; bu t 
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the FBI had an assig ned du ty to 
do, and it was done with impartial­ 
ity and a zealou s reg ard for the 
rig hts and repu tation of the in­ 
div idu als inv olv ed. I can assu re 
y ou that the FBI is happy when it 
can establish the innocence of a 
man wrong fu lly accu sed. 
Here are a few illu strations of 
the ou tcome of inv estig ations which 
hav e g iv en members of the FBI 
staff a feeling of satisfaction: 
1. A New York man chang ed 
his name to one that wa* more 
pronou nceable. He wa* with the 
Merchant Marine and the ac­ 
cu sation was made that he was 
a member of the Commu nist 
Party ; that he had been edu ca­ 
tional director of a Party section 
and had sig ned a Commu nist 
Party petition. The FBI inv esti­ 
g ated. 
We fou nd that the man in 
chang ing his name had taken the 
name of a Commu nist Party 
member who was an edu cational 
director of a section of the Party 
in New York. We secu red hand­ 
writing specimens of the man 
with the chang ed name, and ou r 
laboratory technicians establish­ 
ed that he had not sig ned the 
Party petition. 
2. A scientist was seeking a 
Job with the Army . Th* accu sa­ 
tion arose that he had sig ned a 
commu nist petition. We Inv esti­ 
g ated and fou nd that another 
man with the same name and 
initial had sig ned su ch a petition 
bu t he was not the scientist. 
S. A g ov ernment ag ency re­ 
ceiv ed a letter bearing a fictitiou s 
sig natu re stating that a g ov ern­ 
ment employ ee was working with 
the Commu nist Party . WP in­ 
v estig ated. Ou r inqu iry rev ealed 
that all comment concerning the 
employ ee was hig hly fav orable, 
ex cept for the statement of a 
•ev enty -two-y ear-old woman re-
